He further
explained that the Board of Education is an autonomous board.

He noted that the Township would follow up about the maintenance of the bike path.
He answered the inquiry about the Township purchasing propetty.
Mayor Fatrell said that he would look into getting brush picked up throughout the summer.
He noted that he would follow up with Code Enforcement about several issues brought to the Committee.
Mayor Farrell thanked the supporters of marijuana for their attendance. Members of the audience started a
dialogue.
Committeeman Orender
o Committeeman Orender explained the Township’s attempt at intervening in Board of Education matters,
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noting it is not well received.
= Ms. Cross shouted from the audience. A discussion ensued.
Committeewoman Mangan
o Committeewoman Mangan reported on her experience on the Board of Education as it relates to the Central
School Trailers.
o She announced that the Recreation Advisory Board would be meeting this month. She noted that she hopes for
more programs to be added that are not solely youth spotts.
o She explained her perspective on marijuana use.
o She discussed the maintenance of public property and encouraged residents to reach out.
Committeeman Kingman
o Committeeman Kingman reported that the ten-day grace period for third period taxes has been extended.
o He noted the Alliance would be meeting in August.
Committeeman Orender
o Committeeman Orender reported that the Committee is in the final stages in selecting a Public Works Director.
o He reported that he and Chief Financial Officer O’Hara would be taking Veterans to a Blue Claws game.
Deputy Mayor Becht
o Deputy Mayor Becht echoed Committeewoman Mangan’s sentiments regarding extending recreational
programs offered within the Township.
o He reported on an internship program in public safety.
